Heed I say that I am greatly pleased at the news that you 
are sending’ another hatch of 23 wood specimens hacked hy authentic 
herbarium material from identical trees. I assure you that this 
authentic material will prove extremely valuable for our collection 
here and I shall see that you are given due credit for this cooperation. 

You will he glad to know that I have finally completed my share 
of the manuscript of a Manual of Indian Timbers. This was a work which I 
had in course of preparation as joint author with Mr. R. S. Pearson, formerly 
of the Forest Research Institute of Dehra Dun, India, and now Director of 
the Forest Products Laboratory at Princes Rishorough, England.

In further continuation of my letter to you under 
date of October 22, please be advised that I am in safe receipt of the 
23 wood samples backed by authentic herbarium material from identical 
trees. This is a very valuable collection from our standpoint and I 
certainly am greatly obliged to you for providing us with this material.

that you are sending a wood sample of Adina. rubescens to correspond with 
the herbarium material now in our possession. 

You will be glad to know that our collections are growing by leaps 
and bounds. This study of tropical woods proves very entrancing and I only 
wish that I had all of my time to devote to it.
